With respect to claims independent 1 and 23, Ouelette discloses in Fig. 3, when active application window i.e. active program i.e. word 
processing, spread sheet, display on the touch panel (touch screen 28) the user input generated in response to user contact within 
keyboard window 50 (simulated keyboard) is forward to the active application program without input focus shifting to the keyboard 
application, i.e.: the cursor 52 is located in next to the text line 25 (active program is still on focus; active application retaining input focus 
during generating and receiving of user input; col. 6, lines 29-36). As discussed, a shift in input focus from the active program (i.e.: active 
application with current cursor for receiving user input) to the simulated on screen keyboard K (keyboard appears in phantom) is inhibited 
as in claim 45. The rejection, therefore, is maintained . 
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
